Farmer Seldom Wins Taking Seed 
Chances. 

Gambling on seed purchases shows 
ehly nizgardly returns for farmers 
when toe gambie succeeds, and tre- 
nendous losses when-it fails as it us- 
ually dues, say's the State farm bureau. 
Gambling in seed is brought about 
hy men waiting until the last minute 
to get their seed. Too often they 
have to take what no one else cared 
for, 

The farm bureau says that if far- 
mers buy their seed now and assure 
themselves of the best, seed that is 
adapted, weed free and will grow, 
price is the small consideration. If 
a man buys now, planning to seed 10 
pounds to the acre and the price of 
seed goes up $3 a bushel, he gains 50 
cents an acre; if it drops $3 he loses 
20 cents an acre—a negligible sum: 
hut he has real seed in his barn. That 
is the important item, 

If a man waits and gets the tail 
end seed offerings, often imported or 
southern grown seed, weed infested 
and unadapted, he is in for trouble. 
If he pays $10 to $15 a bushel for 
such stuff and sows it 10 pounds to 
the acre, he lets himself in for a pos- 
sihle loss of $2.50 per acre on seed, 
not to mention the loss of the expect- 
ed crop and his time and labor. 

Good seed promises to be scarce 
ihe coming season says the farm bu- 
-eau, pointing out that in face of an 


annual consumption of 120,000,000 
pounds of clover seed we have but 
*2.000,000 in sight. Good, adapted 


seed is the one crop insurance that a 
farmer has. It assures him of a full 
stand if ¢onditions are even fair, a 
clean cron and one that won't win- 
fer kill.

Washington—The five greatest nay- 
al powers of the world decreed as be- 
tween themselves, abolishment of sub. 
Marine warfare against merchant 
abips. ~* 

To purge the seas forever of this 


' hidden menace to peaceful folk and 


ships, the world ig asked to subscribe 
to the decree as a new principle of in- 
ternational law. 

As adopted Jan. 5 by the naval com- 


‘ mittee of the arms conference. the 


resolution, proposed by Elihu Root 
and amended by Artaur J. Balfour, to 
become immediately effective between 
the five signatory powers, runs as ful- 
lows: 

“The aignatory powers recognize 
the practical impossibility of using 
submarines as commerce destroyers 
without violating, as they were violat- 
ed in the recent war of 1914-1918, the 
requirements universally accepted by 
civilized nations for the protection of 
the lives of neutrals and non-combat- 
ants, and to the end that the probibi- 
tion of the use of submarines as com- 
merce destroyers shall be universally 
accepted as a part of the law of 
tions, they now accept that prohibition 
as henceforth binding us between 
themselves, and they invite all. other 
nations to adhere thereto.” 

Action of the committee ia final so 
far as the conference and the five 
naval powers are concerned. The 
conference merely will give formal 
ratification to the anti-submarine pact 
when the five-power treaty in which 
it will be incorporated comes up in 
open session, 

The naval committee also adopted 
the first Root proposal to declare, in 


‘simplest terms to the rules of inter- 


national law applying to merchant 
vessels, their full application to sub- 
marines and the invitation of the five 
powers to all other nations to join 
in the declaration, This proposal al- 
ready had been tentatively agreed to, 
but as returned to the full committee

therefore, in institutions and customs, | 


one of the most primitive of the larg- 
ec carntlnental caugnttles which have 
any semblance of governmental ma- 
chinery,. Buddhism seems to have 
heen the omy one of the great forces 
molding the outside world which made 
Itself felt behind Tibet’ towering 
mountains; and even that feree, huv- 
ing onee gained success, has been al- 
most swallowed ‘up in the devil wor- 
ship which Is the ky vest religion that 


_the Tibetans Uhemserves have evolyed. 


Until a few years ago the West 
knew practically nothing of Tibet ex- 
cept the rather doubeful information 
brought to the outside world by a few 
adventurous travelers of the middle 
ages. Explorer after explorer dur- 
ing the past century was turned back 
with but a fleeting gilmpse of the 
edge of the unknown land, usually fn 
the sptrsely settled regiony of tbe 
north, : 

But though much of Tibet 1s) un- 
known, civilization has set a few gut 
posts in the eastern edge of the coun- 
uy Close to the Chinese border, anu 
so has come to know “provinefal Ti- 
bet" fairly well The wailey of the 
Yangtze, where that greatest of Chi- 
hese rivers: flows almost due south at 
the eustern end of the Himalayas, 
forms the southern portion uf the bor- 
der between China proper and Tibet. 
Theoretically Tihet ts a vassal state of 
China, but actually since the Chinese 
revolution Tibet has Kept all Chinese 
officials out and has swum free under 
her ruling priesty. Eyen the region

The view from the stints of same 
of ‘the passes that must be traversed 
in craveling about Qhis raarveloudy 
rugged country can hardly be sur- 
passed nunywhere in the world.

Below timber line are sume fine for- 
ests, and the Alpine-like flowers of 
the short summer are exceedingly.

mountains are clear, sparkling lukes, 
their waters so cold that in most of 
them fish cannot Hve. 

Many of the Tibetans are nomads, 
tending flocks of sheep and yak on 
the uplands, aad Hytog in black, yak- 
hair tents, In those valleys which 
ttre Jow enough to permit the matur- 
ing of grain, other Tibetans practice 
a rude surt of agriculture. 

In spite of the cold winters the tent 
iy the yeararound home of the no- 
nads, and they seldom even enter a 
house. As the snow melts on the 
lower slopes of the mountains In the 
apring, they follow their herds up- 
ward from the valleys in f(s. train, 
until in mid-summer they are living 
far up in the hightands and on the 
sides of the peaks. When winter be- 
gins to set in they make the reverse 
journey, going down to the valleys 
only as fast as the descending snow 
line drives them,

In the ordinary houses “going to bed” 
means merely Joosening the girdle, 
opening the sheepskin garment, and 
curling up on the thoor with the feet 
toward the stove, which is an essen- 
tlat feature of all Rabitations tn this 
high, cola country. 

The stove is built of mud, with a 
fireplace below and a hole in che top 
into whieh pots may be set for cook- 
ing. it is usually found on one side

Original Condensers of Milk. 

The Tibetans vf this region were 
probably the original users of con- 
densed milk in the furm of dry lumps, 
fur they have prepared this article of 
food for many centurles, Fresh milk 
is poured into a churn which ts never 
washed and the liquid therefore cur- 


dies almost the instant it comes into . 


contact with the germ-tncrusted walls 
of the container. It is then churned 
and 
the butter is extracted the milk Is 
bolled In a large 
reacheg the consistency of thick syrup, 
It is then poured out In a thin sheet 
und allowed to dry, after which it is 
broken tnto smal pleces and stored. 
The lumps often become as hard as 
stone, and to eat them dry is out of 
the question, 
problem by substituting the dry milk 
for tsamba, soaking it in their butter 
tern, It thus becomes softened to some 
extent and ean be chewed.

Hearing 
of Whipple's ttness, he visita Whip- 
ple's office, where he finds Virginia 
and Colfax. In the latter’s hurried 
withdrawal to chase a spy who proves 
to be Eliphalet Hopper, Virginia and 
Brice, unexpectedly to each, are 
thrown together, She is surprised into 
a betrayal and full realization of her 
interest In him, Hopper eludes Colfax 
and creeps into Whipple's outer of- 
fee. By corrupt transactions with 
Federal quartermasters he has Lecome 
a rich man and the real owner of the 
Carvel business. He finds Virginia 
alone and threatens, unless she mar- 
ries him, to betray her father to the 
Union authorities as a spy. Brice ap- 
pears, strikes Hopper down, defies 
him with a counter-threat of prdésecu- 
tion for corruption. This rids the 
story of Hopper. 

Colfax goes South after Virginia 
has broken their engagement. He {s 
| subsequently captured as a spy. Brice 
identifies him and then intervenes 
with Sherman to save his life. Mean- 
time, Brice fs sent by Sherman to City 
Point with dispatches, There he 
meets Lincoln again. Lincoln remem- 
bers him and invites him to become 
his ald, 

The story closes with the visit of 
Virginia to Lincoln at the White 
House, for the pardon of Colfax. Lin- 
eoln had heard of the circumstances, 
see® Virginia and brings in Brice. 
After a conversation ip which there 
is revealed to Virginia the constant 
sorrow of Lineoln’s soul and his deep 
sympathy for the Southern people, he 
pardons Colfax and leaves Brice and 
Virginia to that mutual confession of 
love ot which each had long been con- 
scious, They were married at once, 
but their honeymoon was darkened 
with the sudden taking off of the greut 
Amerfoun, . 


The story is well told. The plot is 

ot forced and maintains one’s inter- 
est to the end. Stephen Brice is al- 
tnost too perfect. The author spauke 
feelingly of the anxiety of novelists 
to avoid this danger. Virginia's char 
acter {s perhaps better done, hecause 
easier to endow swith attractive fall 
ings. Judge Whipple and Colonel 
Carvel are admirably drawn,

THE ALCHEMIST’S DREAM 


Through the literature of the an- 
tients runs the absorbing story of the 
alchemist’s patient search for the 
touchstone which would transform all 
base metals into pure gold, and the 
neversending quest for the elixir which 
would restore youth to the aged and 
would cure all human ills, The alche- 
mist, driven fram cellar to garret and 
often put to death, had an elemental 
knowledge of chemistry and vaguely 
dreamed that it could be made to per- 
form wonders. 

It was Ben Jonson's alchemist, 
Subtle, back in the early seventeenth 
century who planned “to change all 
that is in my house to gold, and early 
in the morning to send to al) the 
plumbegs and pewterers and buy their 

Piead up; and to Lothbury for 
all the copper.” And more than that, 
by means of this magic elixir, in eight 
and twenty days he planned to trans- 
form an old than of four score into a 
prattling child. 

Certainly, chemistry has not sac- 
ceeded in performing these marvels. 
The philosopher's stone still is an un- 
known quantity to science, buried, per- 
haps, with the pot of gold at the rain- 
how’s end, and the elixir of youth is as 
deeply hidden as on that far-off day 
when De Soto set forth so bravely 
from Spain to find it in the new world. 
But chemistry has accomplished won- 
ders by the utilization of coal tar by- 
products which contribute to every 

hase of our daily life. Take the 
airy glass of the chemist and look in- 
to this rather uninteresting substance 
—coal, 

We put a kettle of it over a fire and 
we see leaving at various times what 
the chemist calls the Crudes-benzone, 
toluene, xylene, mapthalene, phenol, 
anthracene, carbazol, and some others.

MANY USES OF THERMOMETER. 


Particularly Eesential to Give Tempera. 
tures of Milk, Cream and ‘of 
Butter Making. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Hardly a useful Instrument around 
a farm is more neglected than the 
thermometer. Properly appreciated, It 
would serve the farmer in many ways, 
Exact information on the temperatura 
of the alr ts of tmpertance; but there 
are dozens of other uses. 

A thermometer should’ be the con- 
stant companion of the datryman. In 
probably no other department of the 
farm can a thermometer be used to 
greater advantage than tn connection 
with dairy operations. 

The temperatures at which milk, 
cream, and butter are kept, and at 
which the varlous operations of butter 
making sare carried on, are very im- 
portant. 

When milk is to be sold ag such It 
should be finmediately cooled. The 
reason for thfs {s to stop the increase 
of bacteria as much as possible. Bac- 
lerin wil! ‘reproduce themselyes every 


half hour if the temperatures are 
favorable. 
If milk Is to be separated by the 


centrifuga) process, it should have a 
temperature of nhout 90 degrees; if by 
the gravity methods, it should be 
cooled to 50 degrees very soon after 
milking. The temperature at which 
cream Is churned ts an important item; 
52 to 60 degrees Fahrenheit is con- 
sidered about right. Butter should be 
stored in a cool place to keep it sweet. 
For all these purposes it {s essential 
to have a thermometer, and one that 
ean be depended upon for accuracy. 

The necessity of maintaining cor- 
rect temperature in an Incubator need 
not be emphasized. The temperature 
is correct at 103 degrees, and It should 
not go lower than that, espectally 
during the first six days. Some incu- 
bators have an electric alarm which 
rings a bell when the temperature goes 
below 103 degrees. 

In the care of live stock, the clinical 
or fever thermometer may be found 
very useful. The following are the 
normal temperatures of farm animals: 
Swine, 104; goats or sheep, 102 to 193; 
cows, 101 to 102; horses, 99 to.99.6; 
dogs, 99 to 100. A rise of 1 or 2

For atmospherte temperatnre of & 
room the thermometer should be hung, 
if possible, away from the wall and 
where it will not be affected by ait 
currents from open doors or windows 
or from stoves or artificial heat in the 
cold seasons.

With enough diphtheria antitoxin 
in the hands of 500 distributors thru- 


out the state to prevent death in ev" 


ery case of diphtheria and to prevent 
the disease occurring among contacts 
state health authorities are turning 
their attention to the distribution ot 
Schick test material and toxin-anti- 
toxin. 

Schick test material and toxin-an- 
titoxin may be obtained by physicians 
medical health sMficers and boards oi 
education from the state departmeni 
of health. Since neither of these prod 
ucts is used in emergency cases, ii 
nas been deemed advisable to distrib 
ute direct from the Lansing store 
rooms. 

Because a small percentage of chil 
dren more than two yeurs of age ac 
quire a natural immunity to diphther 
ia the Schick test is employed “as i 
simple and harmless means of deter- 
mining those who are susceptible t 
the disease. To insure children for 
life against diphtheria all under two 
years of age are immunized with tox- 
in-antitoxin without being Schick 
tested, and all more than two yearr 
of age who react positively to the 
test are also immunized. 

More than 60 communities in the 
state since the opening of school 
have started campaigns of immuniza- 
tion which will eradicate diphtheria 
from their localities. It is estimated 
that between 10,000 and 50,000 pupils 
cutside of Detroit and Grand Rapids 
bave been Schick tested, and immunr. 
ized with toNxin-antitoxin, since Sep- 
tember, 

Though more cases of diphtheria 
were reported in 1920 than ever be- 
fore in the history of the state, the 
year 121 saw an increase of 2,581 
reported cases. A total of 12,114 eas- 
es Was recorded in 1921 compared to 
9,532 during the preceding year. 


CAN TUBERCULOSIS BE TREAT- 
ED SUCCESSFULLY AT HOME? 


One of the questions most frequent- 
Ix asked of tuberculosis workers is. 
aceerding to the Michigan Tuberculo- 
sig association, “Can tuberculosis be 
successfully treated at home?” The 
answer is not easy to give because it 
depends almost entirely on the person 
treated. 

It is very certain that it has beer 
treated successfully at home in many 
cases. Many nersons in Michigan 
have become arrested cases in their 
own homes, and in view of the fact 
that Michizan has as yet less thar 
half of the minimum number of sana- 
torium beds needed ut the very lowest 
estimate very many cases must of 
necessity be treated at home.

A BILL, 


Making an appropriation to provide 
for the establishment and mainte- 
nance of a forest experiment station| 
in the Lake States.

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Uni- 
ted States of America in congress as- 
sembled, That there is hereby appro- 
rriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated 
‘the sum of $40,000 to enable the For- 
est Service. with the approval and un- 
der the direction of the Secretary of 
uvriculture, to establish and maintain 
a forest experiment station at a suit-| 
able place in the state of Michigan, or 
Minnesota, or the State of Wisconsin, 
to be selected by the secretary of ag- 
riculture, for the purpose of under- 
taking and conducting, in the forest 
regions of the Lake States, silvicul- 
ture, dendrological, fire, and other ex- 
periments an investigations, inde- 
pendently or in cooperation with oth-; 
er branchee of the Federal Govern- 
ment, States, universities, collezes, or 
individuals, to determine the best; 
method for reforestation, protection, 
and growing of timber for pulp, lum- 
ber, and other purposes, and fur the 
conservative management of forests, 
farm woodlands, and _ other forest 
lands: Provided. That the secretary 
of agriculture is hereby authorized 
in his discretion, to accept donations 
of lands in the Lake States for forest 
investigations and for the use of said 
experiment station. 

Sec. 2. That such buildings as are 
necessary for carrying out the pur- 
poses of*this act shall be erected, at 
a cost not to exceed $8,000 for each 
building.
